Education. 


The University of Denver, in its various departments, 
continues to be our greatest single interest. Weare glad to 
report that the year of difficulty has been also a year of 
great prosperity. Forty-six degrees were conferred at the 
recent Commencement upon those who had honorably com- 
pleted the prescribed courses of study. The total attend- 
ance in the departments amounted to six hundred. 

The experiment of abolishing tuition and charging only 
a small incidental fee in the College of Liberal Arts, has 
proved a gratifying one. The enlarged courses of study 
have also been given during the year, and further exten- 
sions are provided for the coming year. No other institu- 
tion in the region now otfers a more ample course of study. 
The entire senior course in the College has been made elec- 
tive for the coming year. The Medical College has enlarged 
and improved its quarters, and is now prepared to do as 
good work, with as good facilities, as any medical school in 
the West. The professors and lecturers in this and its re- 
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lated schools have worked faithfully and without pay to 
build a great school. We owe them our gratitude. The 
University is justly proud of the fact that Dean Howe has 
been honored by the Chautauqua authorities to prepare the 
new volume on Astronomy for the C.L.S.C. The volume 
has just appeared, and is in every way worthy of our be- 
loved professor and the University. 

The trustees have been saddened by the death of Brother 
John A. Clough, long a faithful and devoted member of the 
Board. His will, which has been ordered probated, makes 
generous provision for several Methodist interests, among 
them the University. His name will be held in grateful re- 
membrance for ages. 

The debt has not been materially increased. At the 
close of the last school yeara diligent and earnest canvas of 
Denver and other parts of the State was made by Bishop 
Warren, Chancellor McDowell, and the Rev. W. D. Phifer, re- 
sulting in subscriptions amounting to nearly thirteen 
thousand dollars. The thanks of the Conference are due, 
and are cheerfully tendered to the generous donors. 

We note with pleasure the improvements made on the 
campus, making it already a thing of beauty ; and we record 
our grateful thanks to Bishop McCabe for his lecture in be- 
half of the campus fund, and his generous donation ofa 
thousand dollars in addition. 

We are glad that better provisions have been made for 
the boarding of students at University Park, so that good 
home life can now be obtained at reasonable cost. 

Various special donations have been made, among them 
being the establishment of the Tupper Alcove in Sociology 
by the Rev. Kerr B. Tupper, D. D.; the donation of the entire 
library of the late Rev. F. G. Hibbard, D. D., of Clifton 
Springs, N. Y., to the Iliff School of Theology; the gift of a 
large number of books from the library of the Hon. John W. 
Hoyt by his son, Kepler Hoyt; and the continuation of the 
Scientific Alcove by Mr. James McConnell. 

The Woman's League has contributed about six hun- 
dred dollars during the year; the Alumni about five hun- 
dred dollars. 

We note with satisfaction the excellent impression made 
in various towns by the University Glee Club under the di- 
rection »f Professor Lee. 

We heartily commend all the departments to the favor 
of our people. We believe in the Christian theory of educa- 
tion. The world, and particularly the State, needs Christian 
culture and leadership. The University of Denver stands 
for this highest type of culture and character. 

We recommend as trustees of Colorado Seminary for 
four years—Bishop Henry W. Warren, Robert H. Beggs; 
Mrs. Margaret P. Evans, Charles K. Durbin, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Iliff Warren, Mr. George C. Manley, Ex-Gov. J. B. Grant. 

For two years, in place of John A. Clough, deceased, and 
Rev. A. C. Peck, resigned, Mrs. Annie EK. Lee and Robert A. 
Carnine. 
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For Visitors—One Year: H. E. Warner, C. A. Crane, C. 
B. Spencer, J. C. Gullette. 

Two Years: S. H. Kirkbride; R. Sanderson, R. A. Chase, 
W. EB. Collett, H. J. Grace. 

We recommend the appointment of W. PB. McDowell as 
Chancellor; A. B. Hyde, as Professor of Greek Language 
and Literature; J. R. Van Pelt, as Professor of Dogmatics ; 
W. F. Steele, as Professor of Exegetical Theology. 


We repeat the resolutions unanimously adopted last 
year by the Lay Electoral Conference and adopted by the 
Annual Conference, as follows: 

1. We recommend that the churches of the Colorado 
Conference contribute annually the sum of twenty-five cents 
per member to the University Fund. 

2. That there be appointed, in each charge of the Con- 
ference, at the fourth Quarterly Conference of the year, a 
University Committee, which shall be the Committee on 
Education as prescribed in the Discipline (the names of 
which shall be promptly reported to the Chancellor), and 
whose duties shall be to promote the welfare of the Univer- 
sity within the bounds of their charge, as indicated in the 
provisions of the Discipline for the local committee on Edu- 
cation. 

3. That for the immediate needs of the University we 
will, on the second Sunday of October, or as near that date 
as possible, take our Educational collection as herein pro- 
vided, and forward the same to the Financial Agent of the 
University. 

4. That the University authorities be requested to co- 
operate with the local committees andthe Epworth Leagues 
in making University Sunday attractive and instructive. 

Your committee further reports that the documents of 
the Board of Education have been submitted to it. From it 
we learn that 1,600 students, of 24 nationalities, in 130 institu- 
tions, were assisted last year from the funds of the Board. 
Within the bounds of the Colorado Conference 12 students 
were assisted last year to the sum of $677. The collections 
for the Board in the Conference were $205. 


Your committee reasserts its commendation of the value 
of Children’s Day, and hopes for increased offerings. Col- 
lection envelopes will be sent post free to all pastors who 
will use them. 


We recommend also the organization of Chautauqua 
circles in the communities of which the churches are the 
center, and where practical, groups of persons for the study 
of the new economy, the primers of literature and science, 
and above all the literature of the Bible. 

We would also report that the Iliff School of Theology 
of the University of Denver has enjoyed a year of marked 
prosperity. The attendance of students was nearly double 
that of the previous year. A class of five finished the regu- 
lar course of study, three receiving the degree of Bachelor 
of Sacred Theology. The course of study in this school is 
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as extensive, and the requirements as exacting, as in any 
theological school of the church. 

_ We desire to record our sincere regret for the resigna- 
tion of Prof. D. A. Hayes from the faculty to accept a chair 
in the Garrett Biblical Institute. His services to the Liff 
School have been of the highest order. His place has been 
filled by the election of Rev. Newel S. Albright, D. D., of the 
North Ohio Conference, as professor of Biblical and Histor- 
ical Theology. 

The faculty has been much assisted by special courses 
of lectures by Revs. C. B. Spencer, Robert McIntyre and W. 
C. Madison. 


The faculty has begun this year the publication of a 
quarterly for ministers, called “The Study,” with Bishop H. 
W. Warren as editor. All our ministers are urged to take 
and read it. A most generous and valuable proposition is 
made to the undergraduates of the Conference, and others 
who may wish to avail themselves of its benefits. The fac- 
ulty places itself at the disposal of these persons during a 
term of two weeks’ study at the school, and will freely ren- 
der any assistance that may be desired. This ought to bea 
welcome successor to the late Itinerants’ Club, and very 
popular. The library of the late Dr. F. G. Hibbard, contain- 
ing about 2,000 volumes, has been presented to the school. 
This constitutes a very material addition to the new library, 
and is valuable as a collection of rare old books of exceed- 
ing interest. 

The evangelical character of the instruction and influ- 
ence of this school is a matter of great satisfaction on the 
part of all who come into close acquaintance with it. Chris- 
tian character of a broad and high type is here fostered and 
developed. 

The announcement of Garrett Biblical Institute and Bos- 
ton School of Theology are at hand, and we rejoice with 
them in their growing prosperity.

Your committee notes with regret that a large nuinber 
of charges do not conform to the disciplinary directions 
concerning the Episcopal Fund. Instead of classing this as 
an item of Pastoral support and pro-rating as the discipline 
provides, the majority of the charges appear to regard this 
in the light of a benevolence. In the Conference year of 
1894-95 fewer than one-third of the charges pro-rated ; while 
during the last year less than one-half the amount appor- 
tioned has been raised, and 32 charges have entirely ignored 
the claim, many of these, too, the ablest charges in the Con- 


ference. eel 
In view of these facts we recommend that the Presiding 
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Elders and Pastors, at the first Quarterly Conferences, call 

the attention of the Official Boards to the Disciplinary re- 

quirements.

We congratulate the world- 
wide Methodism on this new power projected into its re- 
sources—a power for training the Christianity of the new 
century to high spiritual ideals, and for inflaming it with 
enthusiasm, with the love of learning, and with the love of 
universal mercy and brotherhood. The Epworth League is 
a study in the mind of Christ. The Epworth League is yeast. 
We believe its ideals will yet permeate the whole full measure 
of meal, and make the Christianity of the new century more 
heroic, more forgetful of self, more studious of the words 
and works of God, more catholic while more self-respecting, 
than at any time since the Reformation. We bid it God 
speed. 

The Epworth Herald has touched the 100,000 notch in 
circulation; it will press on to much larger figures. We 
heartily commend to the chapters the offer ‘of the Book Con- 
cern to give an International Teacher’s Bible and the Her- 
ald for two dollars a year. 

The Reading Course is especially commendable this 
year. The work on Economics by Dr. Ely will become a 
classic; Dr. Stuart’s Christ in the Poets is a valuable book 
for under the evening lamp. 1f our young people will an- 
nually invest the small sum of two dollars in these books a 
valuable library will be in their possession ina few years. 
We are pleased to have in our presence Dr. H.C. Jennings, 
a member of the Board of Control, and Bishop J. H. Vincent, 
the great organizer of the young people around the standard 
of the highest ideals and facing the widest horizons. We 
remember that to him we owe “the motto of our League: 
“Look up: Lift up.” Therefore be it 

Resolved, We again renew the statement of our apprecia- 
tion of the Epworth League; we trust its devotional meet- 
ings will touch the whole life of the church; we commend 
its” literature ; we recommend the studies by Drs. Schell and 
Steele to our ministers as wellas laymen. We invoke on the 
whole ramified movement the blessing and guidance of 
Christ.

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rreedman’s Aid and Southern Education. 


There is no more important work undertaken in our 
church than this, both in its effect on individuals and the 
Republic. The colored race has increased a half million in 
four years, and now numbers eight millions. These, and an 
equally needy class of white population, must be educated. 

Our church has, through this society, invested two mill- 
ion dollars in forty-four schools in the south, and during 
the past thirty years has had in its schools over one hun- 
dred thousand young people. 

The schools of this society are educating preachers for 
all denominations, training teachers for the public schools, 
and have sent out more than three hundred of the licensed 
physicians among the colored people of the south. 

The “hard times” has seriously hindered the work of this 
society. For four successive years the receipts have de- 
creased. Our apportionment for the past year was $1,500,— 
of which we raised only $540, leaving a deficiency of $960. If 
this movement does not stop at once, some of these schools 
must be closed. 

We urge, therefore, that on each charge this cause have 
a full hearing on Thanksgiving Sunday, in accordance with 
the resolution of the Conference. The society will furnish 
helps for taking the collection. Let us meet our apportion- 
ment.

Sabbath Observance. 


We hold that the Divine appointment of the Sabbath is 
positive and unmistakable. The enjoinders to its observance 
are found not alone in the written law of God, but in the 
constitution and necessities of the race. Its obligations are 
therefore, perpetually binding upon all individuals and all 
bodies of men, however organized and for whatever purpose 
maintained. These things being true, we deem it wise and 
incumbent upon us as an Annual Conference to declare as 
follows: 

1. The observance of this day as one of worship and re- 
ligious service is a primal duty and necessity of the Chris- 
tian life. The practical assumption that such an observance 
of this day is a matter of option and convenience is robbing 
many of our people of its high and holy privileges and bene- 
fits. Punctuality and regularity, in a spirit of confident 
faith, should characterize the Christian’s Sabbath. 

2, The invasion of this day by unnecessary labors and 
holiday recreations is a crime before God and man. Harm 
of many kinds and large proportions is falling to the lot of 
our communities and homes through enforced seven days’ 
toil and voluntary first day’s dissipation. 

3. We will protest publicly and privately against every 
tendency and practice calculated to rob all or any of our 
people of the precious ordinances of this day of rest and 
worship. Especial attention is called to the excessive run- 
ning of street cars and railway trains, the permitting of 
open places of paid dissipation and diversion, the prepara- 
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tion, printing and vending of the Sunday newspaper, the 
continuance through seven days of any labor or traffic, the 
trenching on Sabbath requirements in any manner by camp 
meetings, assemblies or other gatherings for whatever good 
purpose they may be convened. We will keep our hands 
and consciences clean on this important and sacred obliga- 
tion.

A generous contribution of $500 from 
Mrs. Bishop Warren and daughters, one of $60 from the Wo- 
man’s Home Missionary Society, and others of proportion- 
able generosity, with the Appropriation of the Conference 
Missionary fund, keeps the interest from decay, and makes a 
combined investment which is leaving splendid foundations 
for future strength of the Church in Denver, as well as doing 
a vast amount of present good in winning, and building up, 
souls in Christ. Lhe work of building has been going on 
successfully this year, and Mission homes are being estab- 
lished with but little, and that managable, debt.

The meeting was opened with prayer by Mrs. White.

This League, formed one year ago 
under the patronage of the Association, has done excellent 
work. Mrs. W. F. McDowell, the secretary, reports four life 
members, twenty-two enrolled as patrons, and seventy-five 
as annual members.

It was ordered that the Presiding Elder's wife in each 
District send out an itinerating letter asking for a report or 
greeting from each Pastor’s wife, to be read at the next An- 
nual Meeting to be held in Colorada Springs in 1897.
